Patricia is renowned worldwide 
for her innovative research 
I regarding the management of 
I fungicide resistance in fungal 
pathogen populations which were conducted at Penn 
State University, where she was employed for over 30 
years. Patricia also conducted research investigations 
at the University of California, the Agricultural 
University of the Netherlands and Jealott’s Hill 
Research Station in England. She has presented her 
findings in France, England, Switzerland, the 
Netherlands, and throughout the U.S. Patricia has 
authored more than 250 research and informational 
publications on the same subject, in addition to the 
diagnosis and management of turf grass diseases. 
It has been stated that due to the significant 
contributions made by Patricia, all of mankind will 
benefit from her research, far into the future. Patricia 
was also honored in 2005 by having her name added 
to the Duke Anthony Whitmore/Henry Louis Gates, Jr. 
Academic Achievement Wall.

Ivy (Smith) Guiler, Class of 
2003, was one of only 10 
students nationwide to receive 
a $ 10,000 scholarship from the 
Scripps Howard Foundation 
and the first student at WVU to receive it. She 
attended the Scripps Howard Foundation’s 
“Semester in Washington (D.C.) Program,” and 
covered the 2004 presidential election. Ivy also 



traveled to Vietnam to cover the 30th anniversary 
of the Fall of Saigon as part of the Kearns 
Fellowship. While at Potomac State, Ivy served as 
editor of the Pasquino (the school newspaper) and 
wrote for the Mineral Daily News-Tribune in 
Keyser, WV and the Cumberland Times-News 
in Cumberland, MD. She has also written for 
The Dominion Post in Morgantown, WV, The 
Charleston Gazette in Charleston, WV and wrote a 
chapter for WVU’s book, Cancer Stories: Lessons in 
Love, Loss and Hope.
